Faith  and  Practice 


The  new  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting  “Discipline”  is 
here,  wearing  a new  deep  blue  and  white  cover  and 
a new  title.  Faith  and  Practice:  A Quaker  Guide  to 
Christian  Discipline,  is  an  enlargement  and  revision 
of  the  edition  of  1965,  which  in  turn  was  based  on 
revisions  of  1962,  1957  and  1952  of  the  original 
plan  of  organization  adopted  at  Palo  Alto  in  1947. 

The  appearance  of  type  face  and  page  make-up 
is  greatly  improved.  Careful  editing  has  improved 
paragraphing  and  sentence  structure.  Sections  are 
rearranged  and  cross-references  seem  more  help- 
fully located  in  the  text. 

Time  now  does  not  allow  review  or  comment 
on  the  substantive  additions  to  the  new  Faith  and 
Practice.  The  “statements  of  Friends”  have 
increased  from  35  to  65  in  this  edition.  They  are 
well  chosen,  giving  us  more  of  the  weight  and 
beauty  of  London  Yearly  Meeting's  Christian 
Faith  and  Practice.  We  will  be  surprised  and  moved 


by  the  quality  of  the  ten  selections  from  PYM 
writings  which  are  printed  in  this  section  for  the 
first  time. 

New  topics  reflect  this  Discipline  Committee’s 
many  meetings  for  discussion:  “Social  Order,” 
“Marriage”,  “Fulfilling  the  Later  Years”,  “Death 
of  a Beloved  Person”  and  “How  Friends  Make 
Decisions."  The  Index  is  a more  useful  and  better 
organized  tool  now,  one  of  the  best  marks  of  a 
well  edited  publication. 

One  wishes  that  it  had  identified  the  Discipline 
Committee  which  has  seen  this  edition  into  print, 
although  there  are  many  others  who  have  con- 
tributed to  the  Committee's  work.

Orient 


The  year  started  out  auspiciously,  but  turned 
out  to  be  one  of  uncertainty  and  frustration.  The 
committee  was  pleased  with  the  prospect  of  Sang 
Dal  Cha  serving  in  his  native  land,  Korea,  as  the 
Friend  in  the  Orient.  The  Yearly  Meeting  had 
given  its  hearty  approval. 

Sang  Dal  Cha  was  in  need  of  a physical 
examination  which  might  call  for  surgery,  and 
suggested  that  in  the  event  it  became  necessary,  he 
delay  his  going  until  the  worst  of  the  Korean 
winter  had  passed.  Convalescence,  he  thought, 
might  be  retarded  in  the  colder  climate  of  Korea. 

Surgery  proved  unnecessary,  but  by  the  time 
that  became  known  an  unexpected  turn  of  events 
in  South  Korea  raised  questions  about  the 
possibility  of  Sang  Dal  getting  a visa,  or  if  he  did, 
whether  the  situation  would  permit  any  meaning- 
ful witness  as  the  Friend  in  the  Orient.  The 
situation  was  that  Chung  Hee  Park  in  October  had 
set  up  a constitutional  dictatorship  and  proclaimed 
martial  law.  Word  came  that  certain  religious 
leaders,  including  Ham  Sok  Hon,  were  imprisoned. 
Later  reports  stated  that  he  was  not  in  prison  but 
under  house  arrest  and  closely  watched. 

An  application  for  a visa  might  have  determined 
whether  a Friend  in  the  Orient,  who  happened  to 
be  a native  Korean  with  American  citizenship, 
would  be  welcome.  Sang  Dal  Cha,  however, 
preferred  First  to  get  more  information  about  the 
political  climate  in  his  native  land.  In  a letter  to 
Ham  Sok  Hon  he  submitted  a list  of  questions. 
The  reply  brought  no  answer  to  his  questions.  This 
substantiated  reports  of  the  fear  and  gloom  that 
had  settled  upon  the  people  because  of  the 
government’s  drastic  efforts  to  deal  with  all 
dissent. 

Janice  Clevenger,  of  the  FWCC,  who  went  to 
Korea  during  the  winter  was  asked  to  report  on 
conditions  under  the  Park  dictatorship.  She  too 
exercised  restraint  in  her  letters  and  threw  no  light 
on  the  question  whether  it  was  advisable  for  Sang 
Dal  Cha  to  go. 

Our  committee  met  for  three  hours  in  an 
evening  session  on  March  3 in  Pasadena  and 
carefully  reviewed  the  situation.  We  had  the 
benefit  of  the  counsel  of  Yoon-Gu  Lee,  one  of  the 
founding  members  of  the  Seoul  Friends  Meeting, 
who  has  strong  contacts  with  Friends  and  other 
Koreans  wherever  he  has  lived  outside  Korea. 
After  long  consideration  of  every  angle  of  the 
problem,  Sang  Dal  Cha  suggested  that  the  plan  to 


send  him  to  Korea  be  dropped.  During  the  night, 
however,  he  changed  his  mind,  and  reported  to  the 
Executive  Committee  the  following  morning,  that 
after  great  mental  agony  he  came  to  feel  he  should 
go.  He  now  proceeded  to  apply  for  a visa,  and 
received  from  the  PYM  Clerk  a travel  minute  and 
other  papers  required  in  applying  for  the  visa. 

Two  months  passed  and  information  began  to 
arrive  which  became  a decisive  factor  in 
determining  the  outcome.  In  November,  1972,  I 
received  a letter  from  Nicola  Geiger  of  Friendship 
House  in  Hiroshima,  stating  that  she  was 
contemplating  service  in  Korea.  I wrote  asking  her 
to  let  us  have  her  considered  judgment  about  the 
feasibility  of  Sang  Dal  Cha  making  any  useful 
contribution  in  Korea.  She  made  no  reply  to  my 
letter  until  she  returned  from  Korea  to  Japan  at 
the  end  of  April. 

In  her  letter  she  wrote:  “During  my  six  weeks 
in  Korea,  I was  stopped  five  times  in  the  streets, 
and  asked  whether  I knew  Ham  Sok  Hon  and  told 
that  they  knew  that  I had  signed  the  petition  for 
release  from  prison  for  Kim  Chi  Ha  (a  young 
Korean  poet)  last  year  and  that  they  didn’t  want 
me  in  their  country.  Each  time  I insisted  on  being 
taken  to  their  office  and  asked  for  their  name 
cards  but  each  time  they  faded  away.  Many  of  my 
friends  thought  it  would  be  better  for  me  to  leave 
Korea,  others  thought  I should  stay.” 

Early  in  May  I learned  that  Janice  Clevenger 
was  to  spend  several  days  in  Japan.  Thinking  that 
she  would  feel  more  free  in  Japan  to  give  us  her 
opinion  about  our  problem,  I wrote  her  there.  In 
her  reply,  she  said  in  part,  “I’m  afraid  I do  not 
have  an  answer  to  whether  Sang  Dal  Cha  should  go 
to  Korea  at  this  time.  The  reason  is  I do  not  know 
what  the  probable  situation  he  would  find  would 
be.  ...  I did  not  ask  Friends  directly,  ‘Should  Sang 
Dal  Cha  go  to  Korea?’  But  when  I spoke  to  certain 
individuals  they  listened  without  making  com- 
ment. . . .”  Other  things  she  said  were  no  more 
encouraging. 

No  question  was  left  in  our  minds  when  Sang 
Dal  Cha  discovered  that  the  government  authori- 
ties in  Korea  required  that  some  local  Korean 
would  have  to  act  as  sponsor  for  Sang  Dal.  Neither 
the  committee  nor  Sang  Dal  Cha  would  want  to 
subject  a Korean  to  the  possible  embarrassment  or 
hardship  that  this  might  entail. 

One  of  the  values  resulting  from  this  year’s 
experience  is  the  information  about  Friends’ 
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Other  Committee  Reports

“I  do  charge  you  all  in  the  presence  of  the  living 
God,  to  dwell  in  what  you  speak  and  profess;  and 
none  to  profess  what  he  doth  not  dwell  in;  and 
none  to  profess  what  he  is  not;  a sayer  and  not  a 
doer.  ” 

These  words  written  by  George  Fox  over  three 
hundred  years  ago  are  descriptive  of  the  efforts  of 
individual  Meetings  of  the  Southern  California 
Quarter  to  come  to  terms  with  the  complexities 
and  contradictions  of  modern  life.  Our  Meetings 
reflect  the  life  around  us.  We  are  beset  by 
pressures  of  varying  kinds  and  intensities.  We  all 
turn  to  our  Meetings  for  Worship  as  the  source  of 
insight,  courage,  strength  and  serenity. 

I.  Our  Problems  Are  Many: 

How  can  we  use  the  “different  and  very  special 
gifts”  which  individuals  bring  to  the  Meeting? 

“How  are  we  to  meet  the  invasion  of  our  hearts 
and  minds  by  the  bitterness  of  the  world?” 

How  can  we  face  the  fact  that  geographic 
distances  we  live  from  each  other  are  not 
necessarily  the  cause  of  a lack  of  community? 

How  can  we  become  more  sensitive  to  the 
troubled  people  in  our  Meetings?  Should  the 
increase  in  divorce  and  family  problems  be  a 
concern  of  the  Meeting? 

Our  diversity  has  often  torn  us  apart  rather 
than  strengthened.  Have  we  also  by-passed 
opportunities  to  create  a “more  receptive, 
purposeful,  contemplative  frame  of  mind  for 
worship?”  It  is  when  we  remember  to  listen  to 
each  other,  appreciate  our  differences  that  growth 
can  take  place. 

II.  There  have  been  many  times  of  joy  when  we 

have  been  touched  by  the  “wondrous  grace  of 

God:  ” 

When  we  discovered  that  a sudden  reduction  in 
numbers  made  us  look  at  our  own  individual 
spiritual  lives  more  closely. 

When  we  found  that  we  could  forbear  one 
another  “with  benevolent  sorrow.” 

When  a tiny  newspaper  announcement  of  our 
Meeting  helped  people  find  us. 

When  we  found  a way  for  adults  to  share  an 
occasional  hour  with  young  Friends. 

When  we  found  ourselves  to  be  in  the  process 
of  change  without  the  certainty  of  knowing 
“where  this  is  leading”— and  found  that  discomfort 
and  hope  were  the  ingredients  of  our  growth. 

When  involvement  in  committee  work  has 
ebbed  and  flowed  and  even  “dimmed”  we  have 


grown  in  our  ability  to  care  and  in  our  efforts  to 
help  the  deep  needs  and  emergencies  of  individual 
members. 

When  we  have  found  that  a genuine  sense  of 
humor  has  helped  us  develop  “greater  understand- 
ing and  affection  between  us  in  spite  of 
eccentricity,  orneriness  and  fallability.” 

When  we  have  increasingly  learned  to  “go  with 
a tender  step,  giving  unto  others  what  has  been 
given  unto  us.” 

When  we  have  found  that  feeling  part  of  the 
“larger  world  of  Friends”  is  strengthening  and 
satisfying. 

When  retreats,  dialogues  or  study  groups  have 
given  us  a new  insight  into  members  of  our 
Meeting  whom  we  have  previously  not  known  very 
well. 

III.  Activities: 

Our  faith  leads  us  to  a widening  commitment  to 
Quaker  activities  including  discussion  groups, 
AFSC,  FCL,  Quaker  dialogues,  and  speaking 
before  high  schools  and  churches;  social  action, 
including  peace  vigils,  visits  to  congressmen,  visits 
to  jails  and  prisons,  support  of  Farm  Workers,  and 
letter  writing. 

IV.  There  are  things  we  would  like  to  do  when  we 
are  at  our  best: 

We  would  like  to  keep  the  four  forces  of 
Quakerism  in  balance:  mysticism,  evangelicalism, 
rationalism  and  humanitarianism  have  always  been 
a part  of  our  corporate  life.  In  Howard  Brinton’s 
Friends  for  Three  Hundred  Years  we  see  clearly 
how  these  forces  or  elements  have  sometimes 
produced  conflicts  among  us.  Have  we  added  other 
forces  in  this  generation?  How  has  the  balance 
changed? 

There  have  always  been  a few  persons  in  our 
Meetings  within  whom  all  four  elements  balanced. 
Most  of  us  find  ourselves  able  to  encompass  one  or 
two.  When  this  happens  we  must  learn  that  each  of 
us  needs  the  others  so  we  can  find  corporate 
balance  in  order  to  find  individual  serenity  and 
strength. 

Our  task  is  to  find  ways  in  which  Friends  with 
different  gifts  can  find  expression.  If  we  are  open 
we  will  take  the  risks  necessary  to  find  new/old 
patterns  of  combining  the  elements  of  Quakerism 
-ways  that  will  free  and  enrich  us  all  as  we  search 
and  confront  one  another,  letting  Truth  rise  from 
our  own  fresh  experience  of  the  Inner  Light.

New  Mexico  Quarterly 

Friends  came  together  for  Quarterly  Meeting  on 
Sunday,  May  20,  1973  in  Santa  Fe.  Friends  arrived 
from  Gallup,  Albuquerque,  Los  Alamos,  Las 
Vegas,  Las  Cruces  and  Taos.  New  to  Santa  Fe  was 
Talley  Sorenson.  Guests  from  AFSC  Pasadena, 
California  were  Kelly  Peckham,  Felix  and  Stella 
Montoya  and  their  friend,  Laura. 

After  a few  moments  of  silence,  Ted  Church 
introduced  Kelly  Peckham  and  asked  those  present 
to  give  their  names  and  Meetings.  The  9 a.m. 
Meeting  was  called  to  discuss  the  proposed  AFSC 
project  for  northern  New  Mexico.  Most  of  the 
doubts  expressed  were  a repetition  of  those  voiced 
at  the  Winter  Quarterly:  (1)  Being  Anglo  and 
having  only  a limited  command  of  Spanish,  the 
McAllisters  might  not  be  accepted  by  the  people. 

(2)  Would  the  McAllisters  really  appreciate  the  life 
style  and  intense  pride  of  the  Spanish  American? 

(3)  Could  they  overcome  the  distrust  of  outsiders 
and  avoid  a paternalistic  attitude?  (4)  Shouldn’t 
the  McAllisters  first  establish  residence  and  have 
some  project  or  activity  going  while  putting  out 
feelers?  (Ruth  Hatcher  mentioned  a widowed 
friend  in  Taos  who  had  a home  she  might  like  to 
donate  to  the  AFSC  for  such  a project.)  (5)  Had 
any  contact  been  made  with  workers  already  in 
the  area?  Elmer  and  Gussie  Schooley  suggested 
locating  in  a village  not  already  covered  by  the 
Presbyterians  or  unduly  influenced  by  the  La  Raza 
activists.  They  also  warned  against  romanticism 
and  trying  to  keep  the  young  people  “down  on  the 
farm.”  Jim  Andrew  suggested  leaving  the 
McAllisters  alone  until  they  become  established, 
but  be  available  when  they  need  to  come  to  us. 
There  was  a short  break  before  Meeting  for 
Worship  in  the  garden. 

The  Santa  Fe  Friends’  garden  was  a beautiful 
spot  in  which  to  Worship;  the  weather  was 
pleasant  and  the  scent  of  lilacs  filled  the  air.  Vocal 
ministries  included  gratitude  for  the  sense  of  love 
felt,  a plea  for  faith  in  the  McAllisters  ability  and 
an  admonition  to  the  young  to  work  hard  and 
have  patience. 

The  Meeting  for  Worship  was  followed  by  a 
lunch  of  Kentucky  Fried  Chicken,  salads  and 
homemade  breads  and  cookies  provided  by  Santa 
Fe  Friends.  Before  and  after  lunch,  the  children 
went  to  a nearby  park  to  play  and  were  supervised 
by  Bill  Brow  and  John  Chamberlin.
